Th* traditions of Democracy in Illi 


nois are peculiarly rich in materials for 
use in this campaign, since the Cincin 
nati convention gave the excuse for 
dragging them again to the light o 
day. The party has a history in this 
state that is prolific in incidents whioh 
go to show its nnfitness for public trust 
at this time 
The fasts which we pro 


pose to use in this connection are drawn 
from Davidson & Store's History ol 
Illinois — a standard work to be fount 
in hundreds of public and private libra 
ries — and it is not our fault if the con 
elusions reached are not altogether pal 
atable to the Democratic appetite. 


On the 16th of January, 1861, a 


Democratic state convention was hel< 
at Springfield, in whioh 93 counties 
were represented by over 500 delegates 
This was between the dates of the elec 
tion and inauguration of Mr. Lincoln 
when states were passing ordinances o 
secession and rebel conspirators were 
making preparations for disrupting th' 
government by force oi arms. Th 
convention adopted a preamble and res 
olntions counseling concession and com 
promise and the acceptance of any o 
the propositions pending in congress t 
restore the union. The historian from 
whom we quote (himself a Democrat 
says : "In the proceedings of this con 
vention may be found the names o 
men, who, in antagonism to the higl 
national ground occupied by Mr. Doug 
las, even sought to place the democrac 
of Illinois in a false light before th 
country during the rebellion." 


Passing over the time which inter 


vened between this and the next con 
vention of the party brings us to th 
16th of September, 1861. 
At the con 


vention held in Springfield on that day

Christian, offered a* preamble and reso 
utions favoring a cessation of hostili- 
ies with a view to bring about a com 
iromise. The Democratic members of 
he legislature soon afterward! partioi- 
lated in * mass meeting at Chicago, at 
which the Springfield resolutions of the 


th and 8th of January were formally 
approved. 
On the 4th of February 


Mr. Wike, of Pike, reported to the 
touse the notorious armistice resolu- 
ions. 
These resolutions, after de 


nouneibg the conduct of the war and 
he emancipation proclamation, memo- 
rialized congress, tbe federal adminis- 
tration and the authorities of the sev- 
eral states to secure an armistice in 
order to give the people time to hold a 
national convention for the "•• ose ol 
adjusting the national diffico... J. It 
s a curious coincidence, to say tbe 
east, that on the 26th of January res- 
olutions were introduced in the confed- 
erate congress at Richmond, agreeing 
to enter into an alliance offensive anc 
defensive with any northern state that 
would renounce all political connection 
with the New England States, and stip- 
ulate for desisting at once from the 
'urther prosecution of the war againsl 
the South. Did tbe two sets of resolu 
tions have any connection with each 
other? 
Mr Wike'a resolution finally 


passed the house by a vote of 52 yeas 
to 28 nays, two democrats only being 
reported as absent or not voting 
In 


;he senate the two parties were a tie, 
—one Democratic senator having died— 
with a republican lieutenant governo 
n the chair, and the armistice resolu 
tiona therefore failed to pass in thai 
wdy. This legislature was afterwart 
prorogued by Gov. Yates, and its powei 
lor evil thus happily cut short. 


Tins portion of the record brings u 


down to the famous Democratic con 
vention of June 17th, 1863. 
Among 


tbe participants in tbat meeting whose 
names have been banded down to poa 
terity were, 0. B. Ficklin, H M. Van 
deveer, "B. F. Prettyman, Chas. D 
Hodges, T. P. Rogers, M. Y. Johnson 
B. S Edwards, S. Staats Taylor, C. L 
Higbee, Robert Holloway, James C 
Robinson, W. A. J. Sparks, and others 
less known to fame. It was this con 
vention that adopted the famous "23i 
resolution," whioh pronounced agains 
the further offensive prosecution o 
tbe war." The historian says of thi 
resolution, "By this declaration it wa 
proposed precisely to do all tbe rebel 
had ever asked—to be let alone." 


Tbe first Democratic state convention 


in Illinois, in the year 1864, was bel 
at Springfield on the 15th of June 
This body merely appointed delegate 
to the national convention and nomi- 
nated an electoral ticket, the only reso 
lution adopted being one to stand b 
Vallaodigham, then just returned from 
exile on aocouut of disloyalty. On th< 
3d of August following a main meelin 
of the party was held at Peoria, with 
view of influencing the approachiri| 
state convention. It was largely at- 
tended, those present numbering proba 
bly 20,000. The historian says it wa 
held under the management of tb 
leading peace men of the state. W 
cannot do better than to quote the fol 
lowing from the history named, to show 
the animtuj of this meeting, and wha 
shortly followed: 


The meeting was also said to bav 


been called by "a secret oreanizatio 
whose members acted with the Democrat 
lo party." General Sins-ieton, author o 
the 23<f declaration of the 17th of June 
presided; and Amos Green, Grand Com 
mander of 
the Order of America 


Knight* in Illinois, woo, subsequently 
in the trial of the Camp Douglas con 
gpiratoro at Cincinnati, turned state's ev 
idence, H. M Vandeveer, W. W O'Brie 
and others, reported a series of resolu 
tions, in the second of which they "de- 
clare that the coercion and subjugation 
of sovereign states wag never contempla 
ted aa possible or authorized by the con 
stitntion, but was pronounced by its mak 
era an act of suicidal tolly. Bat whatev 
er may be tbe theory of conititutions 
power, war, aa a means of restoring th 
Urlon, has proved a failure and a delu 
sion," etc , and in the 3d, "that the re- 
peal and revocation of all unconititn 
tional edicts and pretended lawn, an ar 
miaticc, and a national convention for tb 
peaceful adjustment of our troubles, an 
the only means of saving our natio 
from unlimited calamity and ruin." 


On tbe 18th of August another man 


convention waa held at Springfield 
which was regarded as but a continna 
tion of the Peoria meeting, at whio 
General Singleton presided. Speeohe 
were made by Henry Clay Dean, o 
Iowa, and others, tbe Peoria resolution 
and those of the 17th of June wer 
passed, and the Illinois Drmocrac 
pledged to support the Chicago nomi 
Me. The historian, in referring to thi 
meeting, speaks of it u "demanding a 
armUtiue, pronouncing tbe war for th 
Union a failure and unconatitutiona 
and proposing an almost uneooditiona 
peiee with defiant rebeli." The Pern 


cratio convention of that year, forj 
ominating candidates for state officao, 
met at Springfield on the 6th ef Sep- 
tember, and readopted the Chicago 
platform, declaring the war a failure 
nd demanding a cessation of hostilities. 


How the people repudiated the cop- 


jerheads at the election in November 
bllowing, and how the Union arms 
gave tbe lie to the disloyal cry of 
'failure—these are facts too well re- 
membered to need more than a passing 
reference at this time. We only refer 
to the other historical facts quoted for 
fear that they may have become ob- 
scured by time in tbe recollection of 
oar readers, and because the party whioh 
made this infamous record is vauntiogly 
Minting to its traditions as evidence of 
is trustworthiness at this time. 


But, as if not satisfied with all its 


other black deeds, the Democratic party 
of Illinois—that portion of it which 
belonged to the Sons of Liberty and 
was the dominant element in the party 
—added another crime to the long list 
which goes to make up its record of in 
famy. The story of this last crowning 
effort to make tbe rebellion a success is 
best told by the historian from whom 
we have been quoting, and we therefore 
give place to bis account of it, as the 
Democrats ot this day ought to have an 
opportunity of reading an ungarbled 
sketch of this most interesting of its 
traditions. The historian says' 


During the autumn of '64 a conspiracy was 
de-ccted at Chicago, which had for its object 
the liberation ot the prisoners at Camp Doug- 
las, tbe burning of the city, and the inaugura- 
tion of rebellion In the north 
Gen. Sweet, 
who had charge of the camp at the time, Bret 
had his suspicions of danger aroused bya num- 
ber of enigmatically worded letters which 
passed through the Camp postoffice 
From subaeqcent developments he became 
convinced it was the intention of the conspira- 
tors to carry out their nefarious designs dur- 
ing the session of tbe National Democratic 
convention In August, nut before the time ar- 
rived defensive measures were instituted, and 
the leaders deemed It best to postpone the 
consummation of their object till tbe presiden- 
tial election. They were, however, again des- 
tined to be foiled 
On the 2d of Noi ember, a 
citizen of St. Louis, aa avowed secessionist, 
nut in reality a government detective, follow- 
ed a criminal from that city to Springfield, and 
thence te Chicago. Here, while on tbe alert 
for the fugitive, he met a former acquaintance 
a member of the order of American Knights, 
from whom he learned that the rebel Marma- 
dufce wes in the city. After a short Interview 
be met Dr. Ed wards, a citizen of Chicago and a 
rebel sympathizer, who asked him if he knew 
that Southern soldiers were in town. The de- 
tective answering in the negative, his inter- 
locutor further Informed him that Marmaduke 
was stopping at his house under the assumed 
name of Burling, and mentioned as a **good 
joke" that he bad a British passport made out 
under the same cognomen by the American 
Consul. The detectiie, in bia report to the 
Provost Marshal General of Mo , says. "The 
same evening I again met with Di. Edwards 
on the street going to my hotel. He said Mar- 
maduke desired to see me and I accompanied 
him to bis house fhere in the course of a 
long conversation If armaduketold me that he 
and several officers were in Chicago to operate 
with other parties in releasing the prisoners of 
Camp Douglas, and in inaugurating a rebeli 
ion in tbe north He said the movement was 
under the auspices of tbe American Knights 
and was to begin operations on the day of the 
election. The detective immediately called on 
Col. Sweet and communicated to him the 
startling intelligence, and the latter tele 
graphed for troops There were In the camp 
8,000 prisoners, among whom were Morgan's 
freebooters, Texas rangers and others preco- 
cious, daring and ready forrecklese adventure 
To guard tbe large force there were only Tut 
effective men, and the commandant felt as 
though there was a mine beneath him, and 
only 70 hours remained in which to pre\ ent its 
being spiun? with disastrous consequences to 
tbe garrison and adjacent cltr. Disclosure 
soon reached him from other sources whereb) 
be learned the full particulars of the gigantic 
scheme The blow was to be struck on the 
8th of November, and Camp Douglas was the 
flrst objective point. The 8,000 prisoners when 
liberated rere to be joined by tbe5,000Knight 
of Chicago, making a nucleus of 13,000; abou 
which would gather Canadian refugees, bush 
whackers from Missouri, prisoners from othe 
camps, and members of the same order from 
other localities. The city of Chicago waa firs 
to be sacked and burned, after which a similar 
fate was to be meted oat to tbe other cities o 
the north A general uprising of the treason 
able element In the loyal states waa to follow 
and simultaneously Hood was to move on 
Nashville, Buckner on Louisville, and Pric 
on St. Louis. 
It must not be supposed these seeming!; 
extravagant arrangements were without som 
prospect of success 
Investigations befor 
military commissions in different parts of th 
west Indicated the existence of treaaonabj 
loeteltes of almost fabulous extent, A repor 
of tbe Judge Advocate General of the U. 8, 
disclosed "the existence of amilltary organiza- 
tion having Ita Commander-in-chief, genera 
and subordinate officers, and 600,000 enrolle 
members, all bound bya blind obedience tt 
their superiors, and pledged to take up arm 
against any power found waging war agains 
a people endeavoring to establish a govern 
ment of their own choice." 
Col. Sweet duly apprised the police of Ch 
Cairo of the presence of the conspirators, and 
at 2 o'clock In the morning preceding the elec- 
tion, made a descent on their respective places 
of lodging, Among tbe arrests were tbe rebe 
officers Orenfell. Morgan, Adjutant General 
Marmaduke, brother of the general, Cantrel 
of Morgan's command, Buokner Morris, treas 
urerof the Sons of Liberty, Charles Walsh, 
member of the order. In the house of the lat 
tar were found two cart loads of loaded pis 
tola, and In another part of the city two boxes 
of guns. The startling intelligence of the ar- 
rests spread with lightning rapidity, and as th 
sun rose up from the bosom of the lake an 
looked down on the miles of palatial reslden 
oes, stores and well filled houses marked ou 
for rapine and burning, their inhabitants were 
in arms, patrols were marching and counter 
marching through the entire city which pre- 
sented the appearance of an extended milltar 
encampment. Thus In one short hour the 
scheme which was to transfer the theatre o 
the war to the free states, and apply the torch 
to northern cities, collapsed and Its reckless 
projectors were in tbe custody of the officers 
in the narrow cells of a prison. 
Burly in January, 18fl:>, Qen, Hooker, com 
mandant of the Northwestern Department, 
convened a court martial in Cincinnati to tr 
tbe leaden of tbe conspiracy. They wet 
charged with violating tbe laws of war by at 
tempting to release tho prisoners confined a 
Camp Douglas, and conspiring to lay wast 
the city of Chicago, <ffhe trial lusted till Apr! 
when Walsh was sentenced to three years' Im 
prisonmrot In the penitentiary, Orenfell to be 
bung, Kafael Semmes, captured after tbe first 
arrests, to two years Imprisonment. Of th 
other prisoners one committed suicide b 
shooting himself, one escaped from custody 
•ndtbe remainder were acquitted. After re- 
maining In prison 9 months all tbe convict 
except Orenfell, whose sentence was oommut 
ed to Imprisonment for life, were pardoned.

(nights Templar opened cloudy, and 
early in tbe morning a smart rain fell 
and laid the dust, nicely. The BO.B then 
appeared, and at the hour advertised for 
starting everything was favorable for 
tbe procession. 
The different Com- 


manderies were, however, tardy in get- 
ting at tbe appointed places, and it was 
nearly 11 o'clock before the different 
columns moved. By that time tbe sky 
tad clouded and some drops of rain Tell. 


It had no effect, however, on the 


crowds who thronged the streets and 
occupied every available inch of space 
on the sidewalks. The windows were 
filled shortly after 8 o'clock, [and many 
people occupied peoarious positions on 
the cross-arms of the telegraph poles 
The committee had wisely made the 
line of march extend nearly eight 
miles, giving a fine opportunity for all 
to see it. Along Wabash avenue thou- 
sands of temporary seats had been 
erected and were readily rented at good 
prices. The decorations was on a pro- 
fuse and almost extravagant scale, near- 
ly every house displaying banners with 
Masonic 
devices, 
while evergreen 


wreaths and richly contrasting colors 
relieved the more somber hues of the 
buildings and the quality of black re- 
quired .to appropriately represent the 
historical subjects (connected with the 
display of the conclave. The newspa- 
per offices were beautifully decorated, 
especially those which were in the di- 
rect line of march, Tbe wholesale 
houses and the 'more important retail 
buildings were also covered with ban- 
ners, flags, festoons and mottoes. Along 
State street the stores were radiant 
with devices, several thousand dollars 
having been expended on some single 
buildings. The sixteen arches on Wa- 
bash avenue, between Van Bnren and 
Twenty-second streets, were completed 
during the night, and elicited the great- 
est admiration for their unanimity of 
design and diverse figures. 


The line of march was kept open by 


a strong guard of police, who were as- 
sisted by continuous lines of vehicles, 
which were ranged on either side of tbe 
street and occupied by thousands of 
spectators. 
Tbe street cars emptied 


apparently endless crowds into 
the 


streets, and the incoming trains contin- 
ued to bring 
from 
outside towns 


and cities multitudes of visitors. The 
Knights gathered on four streets facing 
east. The column farthest north moved 
eastward to Wabash avenue, and, upon 
reaching tbat thoroughfare, 
turned 


south and continued 
the march to 


Twenty-first street. 
As the last of 


this division 
reached 
Washington 


street, the column on that street fell in 
and followed to Twenty-first street. Tbe 
same was done with the columns ol 
Monroe and Jackson streets. 


It was afternoon when the last divis- 


ion wheeled into line. By that tinre 
the advance guard of police, wbo headed 
the procession, had reached Lake street 
on the return march. It was estimated 
tbat nearly 20,000 Knights were in 
line, and it required about three hours 
for the entire procession to pass a given 
point. Every pare of the parade went 
off with the precision that is only at- 
tained by tbe best drilled troops, anc 
the evolutions were performed with 
beautiful exactness that drew forth 
round after ronnd of applause. 
Th< 


brilliant uniforms, the inspiring music 
and the bright sun, which eventual!; 
appeared, rendered the scene one re 
markable in every respect, and one 
which will not likely be witnessed again 
in many years, as it has never been 
before. 
The 
various commanderies 


were heartily cheered from the streets 
and sidewalks, but the marks of appro 
bation were most hearty where t*he evi- 
dence of superiority in military ma- 
neuver w»s apparent, and more panic 
ularly when brilliant uniforms were 
visible. Tbe bands were an attractive 
part of the display, their uniforms am 
music contributing to the entertainment 
fully as much as the Knights them- 
selves. The more remarkable features 
were the Oriental Commander? of Cleve 
land, wbo escorted the Eminent Gram 
Mcater in his carriage drawn by thirteen 
horses—seven white and six black. 
A 


very brilliant staff attended him. The 
Detroit Commandery, St. John's, ol 
Philadelphia, the Mt. Olivet, Erie; the 
Raper, of Indianapolis; tbe Rroharc 
Coeur de Leon of London (Ontario) 
the Marine Band of Washington, the 
6th Infantry Band of Lexington anc 
the 16th regiment band of Ohio, al 
called out applause. The strecta were 
finely managed, there being no interfer 
ence with the line of march. 
Much 


dissatisfaction was expreaed when 
appeared that before the line of march 
was completed almost the entire bod; 
broke ranks and went to their tents 
This was particularly unsatifactory to 
many thousands of people who occu 
pied advantageous positions in the 
latter part of the line of march, for 
whioh they had paid extravagant prices 
in some eases.
